The total solar eclipse of August 
31st was the subject on which Dr. A. 
V. Douglas lost night addressed the 
Business and Professional Women's 
ClUb at the Windsor Hotel. "Partial 
eclipses occur often but there is noth- 
ing unusual about them" said tne 
speaker. "They have no climax.'' 

iThe earth turns completely around 
on its axis once every 24 hours; th'e 
moon completes its orbit around the 
earth in cibout 27 days, while the earth 
takes 365 days to circle the sun, ex- 
platoed the speaker. It is only when 
the moon comes between thé earth 
and the sun and casts a conical-shap 
ed shadow that there is an eclipsci 
Eclipses are not recent events; they 
were observed back to. the days^of the 

Chaldeans and iBabyionians but It is 
not till recent times with the invention 
of telescopes and modern photography 
that they have been so closely studied 
and understood to enable . accurate 
calculations.. This is evtoced to the 
fact that the laât eclipse was calcu- 
lated to take ; place within two seC' 
onds of the correct time. . , 

Last Eclipse ' 
In. this • last eclipse the - shadow 
strucicj iiie earth; in ; the north Arctic 
Oceaii, travelled .-at. the rate of 40 
miles per minute across the northern' 
tip of the continent, then passed down 
the St. Lawrence valley to . Virginia 
and^ÀSaine thén'fell toto space. Tâk' 
tag any spot qn'the map, it.can be 
said<^that .once every seo^years it be 
comes" the 8ccne*6î''â iEotal eclipse.' The 
next total eclipse will be observed In 
Borneo in 1934,- pr. Douglas declared. 

There are always sun spots on the 
sun, he . went .oh. These are great 
cyclones in the atmosphere, which 
reach.- a maximum about eleven years. 
Bet!!féeiï;^liese . violent periods of ac- 
periods of quiescence. It Is 
ÎU^:;tlÊn^^{of^îéile^ that the cor- 
ona,- If "tiiere'';Ï8;';an eclipse, is larger 
andjniore beautiful than at any other 
times. It was under such cohditions 
of inactivity of the sun spots that the 
last eclipse, took place and thé - re- 
siiltantV brightness- of tiie corona 
cauKd it to appear lighter durtog the 
ifew . seconds, of total eclipse, to those 
few who viewed the.spectMie devoid 
of clouds, than had been expected 
from the forecasts. 

Cause of Corona 
The corona is caused by light that 
comes),' from -^hat is thought to bé 
active '- cronium atoms, ^ but some as' 
tronomérs ' maintain ! these ' atoms ' arc;

There is absolutely no.-deshe on 
the part of the iiâtive ■ ifiiiabitants of 
Manchuria to sever themselves from 
the rest of the Chtaese Republic," 
stated Sydney Quqng, to, the course of 
his delivery of a paper on the Man- 
churian Question last night before the 
Foreign Affairs Club at the residence 
of the president, Henry Schafhausen. 
The speaker, who is an honor stu- 
dent to Economics, pototed out that 
the so-called independence movement 
to Manchuria is èntireiy of Japanese 
origto; ,that thé populace, ninety-three 
per : cent .of which are Chtoese, were 
perfectly : contented until the comtog 
bifjthe^iiwâdéîre^^ 
going on. at presehtis- a manifestation 
of a disorganized effort on the part 
of the natives to drive out the to- 
trudcrs. , 

Origin of* Japanese Interest 
' Traotag the history of the growth of 
Japanese totérest to Manchuria, 
Quong informed - the gathertog ' that 
it was hot. perceptible until the Rus 
slan sphere of influance began to ex- 
pand in .the last century. With Rus 
sla seektag for an:lcé-free outlet to 
the sea and Japan dreamtog of a con 
tlnental empire, friction was bounds to 
ensue, lii ; 1895 Japan succeeded to 
obtaining Llo-tung; a pentosula of 
the provtoce of Manchuria. As- this 
was detrimental to RusisUi;s intention 
she threatened Japan, witli the aid ' of 
Germany and France, to rétrocède the 
land to Chtoa. 

Stoce that time Manchuria has be- 
come the "bone of contention of the 
,twp wolves," as' the Chtoese call Japan 
and Russia, and the {^ayitattog centre 
bf-poUti£{i^vspéculaiti«^'^ttl>« 

Excuse for Aggrésslon ' 
Sydney Quong émphasizêd : the fact 
that It Js .generally believed : by' the 
oiiinese that the plea /of over-popula- 
tion is betog used by Japan merely is 
an exciis^ ior " aggréssion. To back ; up 
this argument Itf^prai^^ 
which showed that ~ this density of po^ 
puia^ion . to thé ' British- Isles is four 
iiundred- and sixty-eight persons per 
square mile as compared with four 
hundred and twent.-eight per square 
mile :to' Japan. •

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AN EVALUATION OF 
HENRY JAMES 

"Henry James: Les Années Dramatiques" 
by Leon Edel, MJl. (McGill) D. cs L. 
(Paris) Jonve ct Cie. Paris 264 pp.

Most, if not all, critics when dealing with Henry 
James dismiss his dramatic works with a phrase or 
two and consider his "dramatic" i^ears as an un- 
fortunate and barren Interlude in the creative life. 
But as Dr. Edel points out, it is inconceivable that 
a writer would consecrate over five years of ^hls 
life to the writing of plays without having been 
influenced by that literary type in the composition 
of his novels. That this is so Is evident In reading 
his later novels. They differ markedly from the 
novels of the pre-dramatic period and that dif- 
ference, as the author pointedly and conclusively 
shows, Is due to James' preoccupation with the 
drama and dramatic technique and his application 
of that technique to novel writing. James' dra- 
matic period then becomes important not for itself 
alone but because of its Ihfluénee on «James the 
novelist. 

To the general reading public James is either 
unknown or mistaken for his more popular brother, 
and those who have read his novels adore the 
master and bend the .knee reverently before each 
subtlety of his mind, or they see him as UieSectual 
ly beating his nbne-too-luminous wings in^valii 
Tbe;^teinpérate critic- must go beyond the ôbvious 
àhd conflicting estimates and examine closely the 
causes of J^es' occasional otMcurity^ his Inordln' 
ato passion for psychological ana^sii and his 
method of centralization; and he must^also place 
the work in its proper relationship to the stream 
of literature and consider the influence, if any. It 
has had or has on the litcrrature offoûr groeràt lo o^ 
It adds greatly to the value of Dr. ZMel's boolu tiSS? 
in giving a minute analysis of certain aspects of 
thb work of Henry Jeunes he hu never neglected 
to keep In mind that this analysis is prlma^^B^ 
importance in the evaluation of the worl£ | [M M j8 
whole and in the concepÙflin of cbAnge and VMr^ngl 
Intensity in the theory underlying that work. Onè 
feels that Dr. Edel is in places more enthusiastic 
about thé Importance of Henry James and his 
consequent influence than most critics would ad- 
mit yet this entihu^ml^freshint; and immunises 
his books agati^^^Memic' dry-rot. It would be 
highly interestli^^^^aee in detail the influence 
of James on the stream-of-consciousness school, 
which Is indicated rather briefly. In this connec- 
tion it would be appropriate to quote T. S. Eliot: 
"James ne nous a pa.s apporte des Idées, mais bien 
un univers nouveau de pensée et de sentiment. Cet 
univers certains Tout demai{d(y|jiijjŒNMtoIev8ky 
d'autres a James; et Je m'incline^pfj^Ss'er que 
l'esprit de James, a tel point moins .violent, a tel 
point plus raisonnable et plus resigne que celui du 
Russe, ne lui cede point en prof ondéur, et qu'il est 
plus utile, plus applicable , a notre avenir." ■. . 
• Henry James* theory of fiction which he stf ci^ 
slstently applied Is veil summarized by Dr. Edel 
in the following woris: "The novel (in James' 
opinion) was'i revelation of life. .The novelist far 
from being a mere stoiy-telier had to poesete a 
seeing eye and a recording hand. The' seeing eye 
had to observe beyond the exterior surface of 
things; had to study conduct, and people; and. In 
short, see Into life. The recordtag hand had io be 
conscious of form and structure, process and 
method." This "seeing Into life" he generally ef- 
fected byjooklng at the action through the çon- 
sclousness of one central character, a psychological 
unity being thereby acblev^^The centrailxation 
of outlook restricted WmPffi^sSpe, the range iras 
limited by the limitations of the central character's 
consciousness but he achieved h|8 object admirably 
within this self-imposed restiri^I^lTo Jiunes in- 
deed the essence of aU art 'iwis^'ltonn. Loosenesa 
in any fashion whateyer was to him deplorable. 

Bdel points out his later novels show 
i^tofluence of the yejirs he spent on the drama. 
He traces James' Interest in plays from bis early 
youth, his belief in the dramatic tana as ohe of 
the highest; forms of Uterary art, his "precNScupillfin 
with the theatre on the continent .espaclilly In 
France and the detailed , history of Jànlés' con- 
nection with the theatre. Hit lack of success In 
the theatre was to be expected due to his pnoecu- 
pation with motives rather, than actions. His plans 
may be good Uterature but they are bad theatre. 
They are of Miportaace mainly as showing the In- 
fluence of the draraatle genre on James' novels. 
The novels, however, are, of suprême imp<?rtance. 
if not always in themselves. In their being the 
first "psychological" novels In English and we^bàTe 
to consider In the light of a literature "renouvelée

rence was a rebel— a man with the courage of his 
convictions— a man who did not write with a 
careful, considerate, and graciously condescending 
eye upon his public. D. H. Lawrence was incon- 
siderate enough and ungentlemanly enough to 
state openly that he saw faults in his /riends He 
strove with disturbing results, to survive in this 
world without relinquishing his own strong con- 
ceptions of truth. He was an Intellectually honest 
man. He made enemies; and, still more vulgarly, 
he failed to "s^t on financially. To cap all, p. H. 
LaTOnM|£wi^ |tb ^° r^^^^^ESS^^ 

a'^Mok^He'ilaS'writwn with à sSwKfï^*'wnIch 
quite baffles Mr. Morgan -Powell's understanding- 
he defended this book against a general public 
condemnation! Naturally, Mr. Morgan-Powell 
feels that it was a pity that such a man had so 
brlllaiht mastery of the English language. 

But Mr. Morgan-Powell is strictly impartial 
In his Judgment. He tells us so himself. He then 
proves his statement in his subsequent remarks. 
He deprecates the fact, for example, that a man 
who was 'very frequently In financial difficulties' 
yet 'did not hesitate to criticise all and sundry, 
as the spirit moved him.' Just as If he were a 
man of means I Mr, Morgan-Powell finds a cer- 
tain unreasonableness In Lawrence's 'hostility to 
humanity,' which after all merely persecuted him 
throughout his life with a stupidity and crossness 
of Blind that resented an honest? quite' Incompre- 
hensible to It, and interpreted delicacy of feeling 
as a perversion of nature of the most monstrous 
sort.^^Mr. Morgan-Powell then feels that he Is 
Justilfled in attack'ng Lawrence for presuming to 
have his own opinion about certain prominent 
writers who had already been competently evalu- 
atèd by critics as eminent as Mr, Moi-gan-Powell 
himself. Mr. Morgan-Powell cannot help bebig 
flabbei^g&sted at that. 

But it Is in his judging of D. H. Lawrence's 
'Lady Chatterly's Lover' that Mr. Morgan-Powèll 
reveals his fine taste, his admirable restraint and 
the Impartiality of hU Judgment. He classifies It 
mildly as 'aittoncentrated pieoe of rottenness and 
iâeÉradatlon.' "That remark^féveals a mind so 



remuk^éveals 
from prejudice, so' ei^'entiy capable of ap- 
preciating what is most' beautiful In writing, that 
we cannot but pause to comment upon it. It re- 
veals in a striking manner how keenly alive Mr. 
(Morgan-Powell is to the wide difference between

I have no doubt that Mr. Morgan-Powell ap- 
proves of the expurgatéd edition .of 'Jiiady Chatter- 
ly's Lover,' In which, by their' skilful clipping, the 
censors have put Into what was the most cour- 
ageplis and dean-minded presentation of love In 
the English language, that pleasant suggestlveness 
and Insinuating evasion of fact that so delights 
the minds of people like Mr. Morian-Powell,

Vancouver, B.C.— King Tutankha-, 
men's solid gold sarcophagus, valued 
at eighty thousand dollars, was among 
the relics depicted in slides shown by 
Mr. S. P. K. Glanville in App. Sc. 100 
on Wednesday afternoon. 

In an introductory talk preceding 
the showing of the slides, Mr. Glan- 
ville said thai the rclgn of King 
Tutankhamen took place between 1360 
and I'sso B.C. He pobited out that 
the king was only twelve years of 
age at his accession to the Egyptian 
throne, and that he died when only 
eighteen. 

Course of Empire 
'"Tutankhamen succeeded to the rule 
of an empire which had been growing 
for over fifteen hundred years,'| con- 
tinued the speaker. He then outlined 
the rises and falls through which 
Egypt had gone during this time, and 
the final driving out of the Invaders 
in the seventeenth century B.C., which 
invasion marked the beginning of the 
empire to which Tutankhamen be- 
longed. This . empire lasted three 
hundred years. ■ 

Mr. Glanville then explolned the 
true reason why the Egyptians burled 
with their kings such objects as 
weiipons, hunting Implements, and 
foodstuffs. He showed that it was 
not because they believed the king 
could use those actual articles in the 
next lifc> but because they believed 
that all men had "secondary spirits" 
which came into predominance after 
death, and that the "secondary spirit" 
of the dead king could draw out the 
"secondary spirits" of these articles 
for his use. 

Carnarvon and Carter

Los Angeles, Cal. — American col- 
leges and universities teach subver- 
sive doctrines, according to Ralph M. 
Easley, chairman of the executive 
committee of the National Civic fed- 
eration. In a letter to Secretary of 
Labor Doak, Mr. Easley demanded a 
government investigation of American 
Institutes of learning and of Interna- 
tional house, which he termed a "hot- 
bed of radicalism." 

The letter, which was promised by 
Secretary Doak's recent ruling forbid- 
ding foreign students to engage in 
parttlme or vacation employment, said 
that the ruling may be the means of 
studying the question of the teachinjg 
in American educational institutions 
with respect to these foreign students.
